MTIEREAS, on March 24. 201.5, Stonn was cliargcd witli a violation of Disciplinary Code 
.Section 2.&^6-10 and Disciplinary Code SccUon 3-S002.10, aiul nolil'icd dial he was susixiKlcd 
mUi die mtenUon to dismiss on Marcli 2.5, 2015, and was, in fact, dismissed cirectivc April 20,

WHEREAS, Storm iniliale<l a grievance, contending tint die City violated die collective 
bargaining agicemeiit; and, 


WHEREAS, die City denies dial it lias, in any way, violaletl die collective bargainiiiK 
agreement widi die FOP; and. 


WHEREAS, die inaUcr lias proccerled unresolved to die above-captioned arbilmlioii; and, 

WHEREAS, die parties wish to resolve diis matter widioul resort to furdier litigation; 

N^W, THEREFORE, die imrlics agiec as follows: 

I- •/’ to a resignation. Stonn agrees dial lie will not 

be eligible to le-apply for a posidoii in die Philadelpliia Police DciiartmciiL 

2. Ilic City will pay to Storm S20,0(X).00, wliicli represents back pay and is subject to all 
applicable taxes, deductions, and contributions. 

3. In considcraljoii of die foregoing, die FOP and Stonn agree to widulraw die grievance 
and dcmaiKl for aihitralioii in diis nuUer. 

4. Nodiiiig ill Uiis Agreement siiall lie construed as an admission by die City dial it, in any 
way, violated die collective bargaining agreement. 
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5. Hiis Agnjcinciil is not imeiMlc<l iii aiiy ivay lo scl prcrcdcnl or lo prejudice llic 
rcspcruvc posilioiis ofUie jKulics vvidi resjicrC to diis mailer or any oUicr fulurc disputes, 
grievances, or odicr legal matters, 'iliis AgiecmciU may not lie iulro<luccd, or referred to. for any 
purpose by either party in any suliscqucnt adniinislralive, judicial, or tidier legal iiroccetlings. This 
^eement may. however, be luscd in any prticcctliiig necessary to compel cniorcemcnl of die 
Agrecmciil. 

6. liy entering into tliLs Agreement, all {larties hereto acknowledge Uiat dicy liavc read 
die Agreement, have liatl die opporuinity to review its tenns and conditions widi dicir resjieetive 
tounscl, understand suit! tenns anti conditions, enter into this Agreement voluntarily, and agree to 
be bound hereby. 

7. In lurtlier consideration ol the Ibrcgouig, die l‘X)P :uid .Storm, and dicir agents, 
assigns, heira, anti rcprcsciiUlivcs, releases the City, its dcimrtments, ollicials, agents, and 
employees from any claims diey liatl, liave, or may liave arising out of, or are related to, die subject 
matter ol die gricv,uicc. 

8. i>»lo diis Agreement and in cxcliiuigc for die promises made herein, 

Storm, for hini.sc]l, his agents, legal representatives, assigns, heirs, legatees, admiiiistiators, [icrsonal 
rcpreseiitadvcs and executors voluntarily and of dicir own free will agree to aiirl hereby do forever 
release, dischar^ juid hold liannless die h'OP, its present or jiast divi.sioiis, alliliatcs, partners, 
conUactiiig iiartics, prctleccssors, successors or assigns and dicir rcsiicclivc current and Ibrmcr 
trustees, director, olllccrs, employees, contractors, members, attorneys and agents of each of 
diem, and any ol dicir successors or assigns, from any and all claims, demands, ardons, liabiiidcs 
fuid oUicr clainu for rebel :uid/or remuneration wliatsocver, whcdicr known or nnkiiowii, aiising 
Irom or which could liave arisen from die POP’s rcprcscnlation of Slonn in cotuicclion widi the 
Grievance described above. 

WHEUI‘.l'OHl-^ die kOP, die City, and Slonn, uilciiduig lo be legally bound by diis 

Agrecmciil, enter into tliis Agreement Uiis_<lay of_, 20_, as cvidencctl by 

dicir sigiiaUii'cs or die signatures of dicir rcprcseiilalivcs below.
